resistance at rifle range or with the ma- 
chine guns, seemed to have no fight in 
them at all, and in one house which was 
entered by a little kilted signaler, thirty 
Germans, including an officer, surrendered 
to him after he had shot down three who 
had tried to kill um. 

Yet, as I have said, the resistance was 
prolonged in some parte of the village and 
there were many cellars from which the 
rapid fire caused heavy losses to the be- 
meters. They were ailenced by bombing 
panties, who flung hand grenades into the 

subterranean cellars from the head of the 
stairways.

‘ Centers Cannon Upon Self. 

In one of these cellars an amazing mei- 
dent took place which reveals the high- 
est form of courage and self-sacrifice not 
to be denied to our enemy.

Prof. Andrew C. Mclaughlin of the 
University of Chicago, in reply to a de- 
mand of Prof. Frederic Bancroft, the 
Washington historian, that he resign 
as chairman of the committee of nine ap- 
pointed to consider the organization and 
procedure of the American Historical 
association, said yesterday that he could 
not see how he would be able to retire 
from the committee. 

In an issue of the Nation on Sept. 16 
and in a pamphiet bearing the title 
“Why the American Historicar Associa-

Prof. Bancroft accuses Prof. McLaughlin 
| of being one of the leaders of a “ ring of

American Historical Review. Besides 
requesting Dr. McLaughlin's resignation 
from the committee, Prof. Bancroft 
charges the University of Chicago his- 
torian with being party to the ringe 
financial mismanagement and unconsti- 
tutional administration of the associa 


tion.

The lifting of the export lid for America’s 
special benefit would seem to point to such a conclu- 
sion. It might easily lead to further discussion. 
The general upheaval and confusion in commer- 
cial relations in Europe come at a time when the 
United States is having its first natural interest in 
foreign trade on a wide scale.

We regret to say that the probability of its 
accomplishing any results remotely proportionate to 
the reputation of its members is extremely slight. 
There will be a report and it will be a good report. 
This report will be a mine of important facts and 
useful suggestion. It may be so important and so 
useful ag to be excluded from the mails. This may 
win a little brief attention for it, but it will 
arrest its fate. : 8 
Perhaps the latest of our crime commissions will 
pleasantly disappoint us, but we are unable to find 
either in its composition or its program grounds 
of hope for anything more than another report. We 
observe that the commission includes citizens of 
both sexes and varied gifts and influence; also al- 
dermen and leaders in civic affairs. But this is 
the composition of almost all commissions. As to 
its program, it includes the consideration of several 
very famfiar topics, such as improved methods of 
electing judges,” “methods in office of city prose- 
cutor and state’s attorney,” “operation of the con- 
crete results experience compels us to doubt.” That 
better methods are needed in the conduct of state’s 
attorneys’ and prosecutors’ offices is conceded. But 
the trouble will not be eured by a plaster of theory.

THINKING person visiting Nia- 
gu ra Fulle ten years ago and oare- 
fully investigating conditions was 
apt to go away with the idea that 
the Arserican falls would go on 
forever, but that the supply of people 
was liable to give out.

It may de recalled that during the win- 
ter of 1870-1871 Gen. Bourbaki, one of the 
most gallant veterans of the wars in Al- 


_|geria, in the Crimea, in northern Italy 


and Mexico, was suddenly placed in com- 
mand of a force of about 80,000 men, most- 
ly “ moblots "—young fellows devwid of 
any military training, and who, although 
they had patriotically volunteered for the 
defense of their country against foreign 
invasion, had never in their lives before 
handled the Chassepot rifle, and were for 
the most part ignorant of its mechanism. 

Under the circumstances it was perhaps 
fortunate that ammunition was lacking, 
and when the Germans under Gen. von 
Werder appeared in overwhelming force, 
with plenty of lery and cavalry, the 
„ moblots, after putting up a brief fight 
with their bayonets, broke into a rout, 
and fied across the neighboring frontier 
into Switzerland, most of them with their 
guns still unfired. Bourbaki, in despair 
at having been unable to arrest ther 
fight, attempted to blow out his brains, 
but merely inflicted a very dangerous 


wound, from which he eventually recov- 
ered, but he died a number of years later 
in the south of France in the utmost ob- 
ecurity. 
That Gen. von Potiorek should have 
been intrusted with the leadership of the 
invasion of Serbia a year ago !s all the 
more amazing, since as military governor 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina and in chief 
command of the troops there he had al- 
ready-shown his inefficiency by falling to 
take the necessary measures for prevent- 
ing that murder of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand and of his consort, the Duchess 


of Hohenberg, at Sarajevo, which was the 
poimt of departure of the present wer. 
— 

The operations of the Anglo-French 
forces on the peninsula of Gallipoli and 
the frequent mention of the latter serve to 
recall the fact that there is a Gallipolis 
in the United States—namely, in Outo. It 
owes its peculiar name to the fact that it 
was founded by French royalists who had 
fled to America in order to escape the 
revolutionary terror in Paris and the 
guillotine, in the last decade of the eight- 
eenth century.

Raouf Bey, the gallant commander. of 
the Turkish cruiser Hamidier, who, re- 
cently becoming involved in a dispute 
with the German captain of the former 
German warship Breslau, now flying the 
Turkish flag, cleared his ship for action, 
and actually fired on the Breslau, under 
circumstances of almost intolerable prov- 
ocation, is not only the most popular naval 
hero of the sultan’s empire, but is like- 
wise allied by marriage to the reigning 
family. In fact, his only wife is the Prin- 
cess Khadidje Sultana, eldest daughter 
of the late Sultan Murad, and a niece, 
therefore, of the present ruler of Tur- 
key. This may serve to explain why the 
Germans at Constantinople have not 
dared to insist upon the punishment of 
Raouf, who still retains his command, 
while the German captain of the Breslau 
has been compelled to haul down his 
flag. 
It is difficult to understand why the 
widow of Amadé de Gasquet-James of 
New York and New Orleans—that is to 
say, of a full fiedged American citizen,, 
and who prior to her marriage to him was 
Miss Elizabeth Tibbets of Albany, N. 1 
should, in the successful suit brought 
againet her by her children in the courts 
of Ulster county, New York, be desig- 
nated as the Duchess of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. For the marriage which she 
contracted before a registrar, in a regis- 
try office at Dover, in England, on June 
15, 1911, to Duke Henry of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin, now in this country and some 
thirty years her junior, has been pro- 
nounced null and void by the tribunals of 
Germany—that is to say, of the country 
of which the duke is a citizen.

The reason for the union being declared 
invalid was that in the first place it had 
not received the sanction of the chief of 
his dynasty—namely, of the sovereign 
Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin— 
which is indispensable in the eyes of Ger- 
man law to a legal marriage by Duke 
Henry. Then, too, he had in consequence 
of his extravagance and of financial 
troubles been not only forced to quit the 
German army, but had also been placed 
under “ curate] —that is to say, the Ger- 
man tribunals had placed all his affairs 
in the hands of a judicial trustee, without 
whose sanction he could not and cannot 
contract obligations of any kind, finan- 
celal or matrimonial. 3 

A person under curatel is deprived of 
most of his civil rights and responsibil- 
ities, and is in much the same position 
as one mentally incompetent-— that its to 
say, a committed lunatic. The duke’s 
merriage, therefore, being contracted 
without the condent or knowledge of his 
trustee, was, ipso facto, invalid in the 
eyes of the German law. 

Subsequently Mrs. De GasquetJames 
brought a suit in the London court that 
adjudicates on divorce and matrimonial 
causes, in order to establish the validity 
of her English marriage. But the court 
in question declined to do 80, on the 
ground that the marriage at Dover had 
been merely contracted in England in or-

FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 
Chicago, Sept. 29.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. I—-Tour editorial, “The Cattle 
| Plague,” should be an incentive to fed- 
eral and state officials to use all possible 
efforts to eradicate the foot and mouth 
disease. Various excuses have been of- 
fered for the reappearance of this seri- 
ous and infectious disease, but each must 
be given due consideration. Hog cholera 
serum contains one-half of 1 per cerit car- 
bolic acid as a preservative, and this 
should be sufficient to destroy any virus 
of the disease, and place some doubt on 
the theory that serum produced the fresh 
outbreak. 

Some breeders openly accuse the in- 
spectors of carrying the infection on to 
their farms and resent having them come 
from infected districts and inspect their 
healthy herds. With a disease which 
spreads 80 rapidly, and is so highly con- 
tagious as foot and mouth disease this 
means of reading the infection should 
be given immediate attention by the au- 
thorities. 

It has been suggested that legislation be 
enacted providing a severe penalty for 
any person knowingly owning or harbor- 
ing animals with contagious or infectious 
diseases without reporting the same to 
the proper authorities, and provision for 
a suitable reward for any person detecting 
the same, the owner to be reimbursed ac- 
cordingly to the value of his stock. His 
pedigreed cows and hogs must not be put 
under ground and expect him to be de- 
lighted with payment for beef cattle; the 
infected animals to be immediately de- 
stroyed and strict quarantine established 
would in all probability eradicate the dis- 
ease.

The heaviest 
ales were credited to Cutten, brokers 
who usually act for him selling upwards 
of 1,000,000 bu of December on the early 
bulge, and they were conspicuous sellers 
again late in the day. There were reports 
also of successes for the allies at the Dar- 
danelles, which increased the local selling 
pressure, while the demand was limited. 
There was little feature to the trade in 
Beptember, remaining shorts apparently 
electing to stand pat. Prices for the cur- 
rent month, which expires today, closed 
while the deferred months 
were le lower. The export inquiry was 
fair, and offerings still continue moder- 
ate. Big receipts northwest exerted a 
bearish influence, although hedging sales 
were reported light in the northwest. 


Liverpool Prices Gain. 

Liverpool was unchanged to 14 higher, 
but the steady advance in ocean freights 
has checked business to some extent. | 
Ocean freights have advanced 4c in two 
weeks, and lake freights also are excep- 
tionally high, 4%c per bu being bid for 
boats to carry wheat from Duluth to Buf- 
falo during last half of October. This 
increase is said to be discouraging busi- 
ness at Liverpool. The cargo market was 
firm.

France officially estimates the wheat 
crop at 240,000,000 bu, or 72,000,000 bu 
less than last year, and it is estimated 
that one country will import 80,000,000 bu 
the coming year. Italy also is expected 
to be a big importer. Russian weather 
conditions are unfavorable and storage 
facilities are limited. Argentine reports 
were favorable, and the crop outlook has 
improved since the recent rains. 


Big Receipts in Northwest. 

Northwest receipts were 1,408 cars, 
against 1,011 cars a year ago, ana Winm- 
peg had 1,630 cars, with 1 cars ex- 
pected there today.
